The New York ^d ep en d en t has taken 
the pains to gather its usual annual sum­ 
mary of statistics t f the churches of the 
United States for 1888, and tho presents- 
(ion of the figures makes interesting 
reading for all Rho aro interested in the 
advancement of christianity. The figures 
are authcntive as they hav& been gath­ 
ered from the year books of the various 
dene ruinations. The table covers all the 
religious denom inations of the country, 
giving the num ber of ministers, the nam 
ber of churches, and tho total num ber of 
communicants:

I t will bo observed, of course, that un­ 
der the title of Baptists are included all 
the workers of that denomination, and 
the same will apply to the M ethodists. 
Tho M ethodists are the strongest reli­ 
gious body in the United States, and 
the Baptists, which are making wonder­ 
ful advancement in the south, are rap­ 
idly gam ing on the former denomina­ 
tion. 
The Independent calls attention to 
one fact which will not be lost sight of* 
that the relative large figures for the 
Catholic church are accounted for by 
the fact that they include all tho adher­ 
ents of that church, as reported in Sad­ 
ler’s Catholic directory, while in the case 
of the other chm chee the figures repre­ 
sent only the actual church m em ber­ 
ship. The net gam for the year was 
3,882 churches, 3,865 m inisters, 
aud 
876,91)5 communicants. 
Upon 
these 
figures the Independent rem arks: “ Cer­ 
tainly a not increase of nearly 877,000 
christians tor the year is no insignificant 
return. 
Tbs deaths among tho 19,790,- 
333 christians last year m ust have made 
a large figure. 
This loss and all other 
losses have been made good by conver­ 
sions and im m igration, and nearly 900,- 
000 gained in addition. 
We now have 
142,767 churches and 98,322 m inisters, 
showing a net gain cf 3,882 churches and 
3,865 m inisters. A clear addition of an 
average of 
between ten and eleven 
churches aud as many ministers every 
day in the year does not seem to indi­ 
cate decline of power or growth. A daily 
harvest of 250 souls is not symptomatic 
of that decay which certain skeptics pro­ 
fess to discover in christianity in this 
country.” 
It is ‘sn interesting fact that nearly one- 
half of the total membership of the Con­ 
gregate nal church of the United State8 
will be found rn three states—Massaohu- 
86'ts, Connecticut and New York.

S an F rancisco, Cal., Aug. 
15.— Ex- 
Judgo David S. Terry was shot and killed 
hy Deputy United States Marshal David 
Nagle at the breakfast table in tho depot 
hotel at Lathrop this morning. Tho shoot­ 
ing was tho result of an assault made by 
Terry upon Justice Field. 
Lax ii nor, Cal., Aug. 15.—Upon tho ar­ 
rival of the southern overland train at 7:30 
this morning United States Supreme Court 
Judge Stephen J. Field and Deputy United 
States Marshal David Nagle walked into 
the depot dining-room for breakfast, and 
sat down sido by side. 
Soon afterward 
Judge David S. Terry and wife came in, 
aud proceeded to another table. 
Mrs. 
Terry, evidently recognizing Justice Fiold, 
did not sit down, but retired. 
As soon as 
sho had loft tho dining-room Judge Terry 
aparoaclied Justice Fiold, stooped over 
him, and gently slapped his face once. At 
this juncture Deputy Marshal Nagle arose 
from his seat and shot Judge Terry, appa­ 
rently through tho heart 
As the judge 
fell tho deputy marshal again fired, but 
miss d his mark, tho bullet going through 
the lloor. 
Both shots were fired In quick 
succession. 
Tho judge never uttered a sound after 
being shot. 
Ho had hardly fallen when 
Mrs. Terry rushod toward the body and 
threw herself upon It, aud then ensued a 
scene of tho wildest excitement. 
Justice 
Fiold and Deputy Marshal Nagle retreated 
to a sleeping car, where they were secure­ 
ly locked in. 
Mrs. Terry called upon tho 
citizens to arrest them. 
Before the train 
pulled out Constable Walker entered tho 
sleeper and was carried away. During the 
time tho train was standing at tho depot 
Mrs. Terry ran alternately from the body 
of her husband to the sleeper, demanding 
admittance that sho might assault Justice 
Field. 
Previous to the entrance of Con­ 
stable Walker into the sleeper Sheriff 
Purvis and a deputy of Stanislaus county 
had already taken charge of Marshal 
Nagle. 
The tragedy is a result of the troubles 
growing out of the famous Sharon-Hill 
case, which had been before tho courts 
since 1881.

There is a wonderful amount of sym­ 
pathy being created for Mrs. Maybrick, 
of 
Liverpool, who is sentenced to be 
hanged on the 26th of the present month 
for the alleged murder of her husband 
by poison. 
If the evidence is not very 
positive against her, there is quite strong 
circumstantial evidence that she caused 
her husband’s death. 
The ground for all this sympathy for 
the condemed woman grows out cf the 
f lot that she did not have a fair chance 
for her life in the conrt presided over by 
Judge Stephens. 
Mrs* Maybrick has 
Sir Charles Russell for ber attorney, and 
for her life be made one of the finest ar­ 
guments ever heard before an English 
jury. 
Here is what Chauncey M. De­ 
pew says about it: “In my opinion the 
judges charge convicted her. 
Suah a 
speech as Bussell made, if made before 
an American jury, would have acquitted 
her. No American judge would have 
made such a charge as Jadge Stephens 
made. 
He argued the case from begin­ 
ning to end, and the jury could not help 
but see that he believed the woman 
guilty. 
Such a charge made by Judge 
Barrett would surely have convicted ber 
rn New York.” 
There is 
do doubt that the charge of 
Judge Stephens was a judicial outrage. 
He tried the case against the unfortu­ 
nate woman from beginning to end. 
The poor woman was the helpless target 
for the judge’s merciless and unjudicial 
attack, as there was no way tx shield he* 
from his assaults. 
This outrage became 
so notorious that the common people of 
Liverpool came near mobbing the judge, 
when he left the court room for his home 
The English populace are not usually 
given to such demonstrations, but in this 
case they simply voiced the sentiment 
i f the public. 
Even the London Times, 
is oool-beaded and conservative as that 
paper is, condemns Judge Stephens, and 
declares that there is enongb on the 
v omen b side to entitle her to anoiber 
(rial. Queen Victoria, a course uncom­ 
mon for her, has demanded a transcript 
of all the proceedings ln tbo oasef BnJ 
tv bile she cannot do anything without 
the consent of the home office in Lon­ 
don, her womanly sympathies will 
doubt have their influence. 
It is hoped that Mrs. Maybrick will 
have a new trial or otherwise have h<r 
terrible sentence commuted. This is

J u stic e F ie ld ’s Story. 
Ban F rancisco, Cal., Aug. 15.—On the 
arrival ot tho Southern overland train at 
Oakland a great crowd had collected, tele­ 
graphic intelligence having preceded the 
arrival of tho train, and tho sleeping car 
in which Justice Field was sitting was at 
once besieged by United States officials and 
newspapermen. 
Justice Field maintained 
a qui t demeanor, and replied to a press 
representative when asked to narrate par­ 
ticulars of tho shooting: 
“For the last few months all manner of 
reports have roached me that Judge Terry 
had threatened to subject me to some 
form of indignity if he should happen to 
meet me. 
This fact caused the United 
States marshal to decide to provide such 
protection as he could during my stay in 
this State. 
When I started for Los Ange­ 
los to hold court Deputy Nagle accom­ 
panied mo. 
Ho seemed to bo a quiet, 
gentlemanly official. 
Returning, he ac­ 
companied me; taking a seat in the sleep­ 
ing car opposite to mo. 
Wo heard that 
Judge Terry and his wife were on the 
train, 
but 
paid 
no M attention 
to 
the fact. 
W hin we 
arrived 
at La­ 
throp we entorod tho eating station for 
breakfast. 
I took a seat at the end of a 
table, while Nagle sat on one side of me. 
Terry and his wife came in tho room soon 
after mo. 
As soon as sho saw me she 
went out of the room, as I afterward 
learned, returning to the car for her 
satchel. 
Judge Terry roso and I supposed 
ho intended accompanying her. 
Instead 
of doing so ho walkod back to mo and 
struck mo a heavy blow on tho face. 
I 
was completely astonished and saw he was 
making ready to strike again* 
Nagle 
cried out ‘Stop! Stop!’ but Terry did 
not desist, and as he was raising his arm 
the second time Nagle shot at him, the 
bullet entering his heart. 
Ho fell on tho 
floor. 
Nagle shot a second timo, but tho 
second shot did not strike him. 
Nagle was 
arrested at Tracy and taken to Stockton 
to await the result of the inquest, 
That is 
the complete story, so far as I am aware 
of the facts.” 
Justice Field left the overland train at 
Oakland ferry and drove to the Palace 
hotel, where he was joined by his wife. 
He was not accosted, and if the notice of 
the chief of police, claimed to have been 
sent by tho district attorney of San Joa­ 
quin, was forwarded in that form it was 
not heeded. 
Sur<i1t A lth ea Hart a P isto l. 
A passenger on the train at Lathrop says 
that when ho heard tho shooting he rushed 
out of tho car and saw Mrs. Terry with a 
Bachel in hor hand. 
She was trying to 
open it and he took it from her. 
Sho tried 
to regain possession of it but failed. 
Whon the sachel was openod afterward a 
pistol was found in it. 
It is claimed that protection by the 
federal officers was given Justice Field by 
authority of Attorney-General Miller, who 
telegraphed from 
Washington 
to the 
marshal of the district to see that tho 
person of the justice was protected at any 
hazaid. 
Tho order extended also to Judge 
Sawyer of the United States Circuit court 
in this city, upon whom 
Mrs. Terry 
made a personal assault last year whilo 
on a railway train accompanied by Judge 
Terry. 
The order was based upon this 
fact and upon throats declared to have 
been made openly by Terry against Justice 
Fiold. 
Deputy 
Marshal 
Nagle 
was 
directed to accompany Justice Field under 
this order, and he is said to have given 
Judge Terry full 
warning to stop when 
the latter began his attack upon Justice 
Field, and only fired at Terry as the latter 
was about to strike a second time. 


A nother E ye-W itness* Story. 
Among the passengers on the Southern 
overland train was Col. H. O. Otis, editor 
of the Los Angeles Times. 
He was stand­ 
ing outside of the depot dining-room when 
the shooting of Judge Terry occurred, and 
was at the scone of the tragedy a moment 
later. 
In an interview he said: 
“ The 
train arrived at Lathrop at 7:10. 
Justice 
Field was among the first of tho passen­ 
gers to enter tho dining-room 
He took a 
seat at a table facing the door. 
United 
States Deputy Marshal Nagio sat at his 
side. 
Soon after they sat down David S. 
Terry and his wife entered the room. 
When Mrs. Terry saw Justice Field she 
turned and hurriedly went out of the room 
" * ho 
went after a pistol 
Terry sat down at a table further up 
the dining-room. 
Presently he arose and 
walked 
over 
to 
the 
latter’s chair. 
Judge Field was leaning over his plate 
a t tho time and Terry approached him 
from behind, and without a word of warn- 


tho Justice to Lbs Angeles, and hail faith­ 
fully guarded his person up to the moment 
or tho tragedy. 
Ho was in tho faithful 
discharge of his sworn duty when ho killed 
Terry. 
Justice Fiold told me ho was not 
armed.” 
N agle and H is V ictim ’s B oily. 
S tockton, Cal., Aug. 15.—The coroner 
arrived hero at 12:40 p. rn. with Terry’s 
body in a box. 
Mrs. Terry rode in tho 
express car with tho remains. 
Deputy 
Marshal Nagle was brought here in a 
buggy by Constable Walker of Lathrop. 
He refused to be interviewed, but said: 
“ la m a deputy United States marshal 
and simply did my duty as an officer.” 
His pistol is a 44-caliber Colt’s revolver 
with two charges exploded. 
Nagle was 
very cool, but looked pale and determined. 
David Naglo, who killed Terry, Is wol 
known in this city. 
In the latter part of 
tho ’70s ho went to Arizona and in ISSI 
he received tho appointment of chief of 
police of Tombstone. 
Whilo occupying 
that position he had frequent encounters 
with criminals, and by his behavior ho 
soon earned for himself the reputation of 
being a man of indisputable courage and 
bravery. 
Ho shot and killed a Mexican 
desperado in TomDstone after a fioree 
encounter. Nuglo was appointed a deputy 
marshal here a year ago and when Terry 
made his assault on Marshal Franks last 
September Nagle disarmed him. 
Nagle is 
about 35 years old and has a wife and 
family living in this city. 
J u d g e T erry’s C arcer. 
Judgo David S. Terry was a Kentuckian 
by birth. Ile was a California forty-ninor. 
In 1855 ho was elected to the bench of the 
Supremo court of Californio, and in 1857 
succeeded to the chief justiceship. Ho was 
a brilliant lawyer but a violent temper led 
him into a series of escapades which havo 
blemished hts refutation. 
In 185G he 
stabbed ono of tho vigilance committee of 
that year as tho committee was attempting 
to arrest one of Terry’s friends. 
In 1859 
he got into an altercation with United 
States Senator David C. Frederick, and 
the result was a duel In which Broderick 
fell doad at tho first fire. 
Broderick’s 
friends claimed that Terry fired upon his 
antagonist before the word was given. 
Terry figured prominently in the Sharon 
divorce caso as (.ne of tho attorneys for 
tho plaintiff, Sarah Althea Hill, and later 
married her. 
Last year Justice Field ren­ 
dered a decision in thq case, In which ho 
hold that Mrs. Terry had never been the 
lawful wifo of Sharon, whereupon Mrs. 
Terry denounced him in open court as cor­ 
rupt, and made so great a disturbance 
that Judge Field ordered an officer of the 
court to tako her into custody. 
Sho re­ 
sisted the officer, and Terry taking her 
part, both wore removed from tho court 
room. 
Later, while his wifo was undor 
arrest, Terry attacked tho officer in charge 
of her with a dagger, but was disarmed. 
Both Terry and his wifo wero committed 
to jail for contempt of court by Judge 
Field, Terry being sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for six months. 
The F eelin g in W ashington. 
W ashington, Aug. 15.—Tho nows of 
the shooting of Judge Terry was received 
in this city with ono general remark, and 
that was that the man had received his 
deserts. 
It is said at tho capitol that a 
number of letters havo recently boon re­ 
ceived which warned the officers of the 
Supreme court that it was tho intention of 
Terry to make an attempt upon the life of 
Justice Field. 
It is understood that this 
information led to an official communica­ 
tion to the marshal for California, in which 
it was suggested that precautions should 
be taken to provent tho carrying out of 
his design.

Tho ringing of the bell at tho upper 
cotton factory leat evening 
at 5:50 
o’clock attracted the attention of many 
people on the streets, and a few wto 
happened to be in the vicinity of the 
mill on looking up noticed large volumes 
of smoke isaumg from tho roof of the 
factory building. Others hastened to the 
engine houses to give the a’arm to the 
fire department. The firemen,however, 
were “ on,” as they had been informed 
that tho factory bell was never to be 
rung 
outside 
the 
regular 
hours, 
except for fire. Tho firemen 
co®” 
menced to hitch at hearing the first 
strokes of the factory bell, and by the 
time the alarm ws3 turned in from box 
18 at the west side engine house, the ap­ 
paratus was on the way to the fire. They 
arriyed in very quick time, some say in 
less than a minute. The fire was in the 
spinning room on the third or upper 
floor, at the sonth end of the banding, 
and was confined to the machinery of 
one of 
the spinning 
mules. 
The 
third story was filled with dense smoke* 
making it very difficult to definitely lo­ 
cate the position of the firo at first. The 
factory is well equipped with the auto­ 
matic sprinklers, several of which were 
opened, besides a number cf large per­ 
forated pipes whioh are attached to tho 
large force or fire pomp in tho basement 
of the factory. Several lima of hose were 
attached to hydrants and taken up iu the 
tower, but Chief Blunk, who was early 
on the gronnd, ordered the ^firemen not 
to throw water into the buddie g, and 
bat very little of the immense quantity 
of water used came from the department 
hose. The pipes used had on the “shut 
off” tips or nozzles, which were closed, 
and only open to, draw water in pails 
whioh was carried in under direction of 
the chief sud thrown on the fire. While 
the sprinklers worked well, the fire was 
under the machine in such a manner as 
*o be partly covered, and not rn range of 
the spray. Chief Blank emerged from 
the dense smoke ana called for one of 
tne fire extinguishers [of the fire patrol 
company, but that company had sent the 
wagon back after the reserve tarpaulins, 
Assistant Engineer Osgood giving the 
company 
officers 
to 
understand 
that 
the 
fire 
was 
too 
heavy 
to be put out with the extinguishers. 
Chief Blunk saos if be bad had one of 
the extinguishers on hand 
when he 


I bund the fire, it could have been extin­ 
guished without a drop of water from the 
pipes or sprinklers. The windows of the 
third story were at once opened aud the 
smoke allowed to escape, and the fire was 
out. The hook and ladder boys and 
members of 
the fire police manned 
brooms and assisted in sweeping oat the 
flood of water on the floor, which in 
places was several inches deep, and drip­ 
ping through the floor to the rooms be­ 
low. 
The patrol company spread their tarpau­ 
lins over the machinery in the lowe* 
room, covering as much as possible, and 
tuns saving mach valuable property 
from damage by water. 
The fire originated in one of the spin­ 
ning mnlee, probably cansed by some 
metalio substance coming in coDtaot with 
the spindles or other rapidly moving 
parts of the machine, and striking fire. 
This machine was badly damaged by fire* 
After carefully surveying the premises 
this morning, it is estimated that the Jo e s 
will

covered by an insurance of $75,000 in 
many stock and mutual companies.

WATER FOR FUEL. 


An Alleged Invention That Is Calculated 
to R evolutionize E verything. 
W hat appears to to an important inven­ 
tion has recently noon made public in 
Phillips, 
W is., says Light, 
Heat, and 
Power. 
It is no less than tho practical 
and cheap use of water as fuel. 
The ap- 
lianco consists of nothing but a piece of 
pipe from 2 inches to 6 inches in 
eter, as may be desired, and of con- 
enient length to fit a cook stove or a 
parlor or other heater, with short legs or 
table support to keep it in position. 
This 
is placed in tho stove with one end slightly 
projecting, to which is attached a vessel of 
water with stop-cock conduit from tho 
water vossel into tho pipe. 
Peforo reaching the steam chamber the 
water passes through the important part 
of the invention, the part that constitutes 
or contains tho great discovery. 
By 
means of it tho water may pass into the 
steam chamber, while the steam can not 
pass out. 
The part of the pipe contain­ 
ing tho steam chamber is within the stove, 
although a small part may be without if 
desired. 
To this tho heat of a moderate 
wood or coal firo is applied, so as to heat 
tho :-toam to a high temperature, say 300 
or nearly 400 degrees, when it passes out 
of a small orifice immediately into the 
midst of a bed of coals or flame from 
burning wood or cool, when it is at onco 
raised to the required temperature, 
400 
degrees or more, to be immediately de­ 
composed 
into its gases—oxygen 
and 
hydrogen—which instantly become flamo. 
Only a moderato summer fire of wood or 
coal will bo required the coldest day in 
winter, tho gaseous flame furnishing tho 
balanco of tho heat needed in the coldest 
room. 
Tho capacity for producing heat 
may bo regulated to suit requirements. 
When it is known that hydrogen flame 
yields a heat in burning five times greater 
than carbon, or about 2,000 degrees to 
2,500 degrees, one may form some idea of 
the capacity of this little contrivance for 
producing heat. By increasing the temper­ 
ature of the gas pipe to about 400 degrees 
tho vapor may be decomposed into its 
gases beforo exit from the pipe, and in 
such cases it is emitted in a jet of bluo 
flame. 
In cither case tho oxy-hydrogon 
flame is easily produced and with a very 
small consumption of fuel.

A good way to clean an iron sink is tc 
rub it well with a cloth wet in kerosene oil. 
A raw cranberry cut in two, and half of 
it bound over a corn, is recommended as a 
relief 
Individual plates for vegetables are not 
used much now. 
Only salads are sepa­ 
rately served. 
Cold tea is the best thing with which to 
clean grained wood. 
Never use ammonia 
for this work. 
After washing a wooden bowl dry it at a 
distance from tho stove, so that it may not 
warp or crack. 
To remove tar, rub with clean lard, 
afterward wash well with soap and water; 
apply this to either hands or clothing. 
When recipes call for a cupful it means 
just half a pint. 
This amount in granu­ 
lated sugar weighs just half a pound. 
Salt will curdle new milk; so in prepar­ 
ing custards or porridges the salt should 
not bo added until tho dish is prepared. 
To tako ink out of linen, 
dip the ink 
spot in pure melted tallow, then wash out 
tho tallow, and the ink will come out with 
it. 
A silver spoon put into a glass jar will 
temper it so that it con at once be filled 
with anything hot, even to the boiling 
point. 
RedqKipper pods or a few pieces of char­ 
coal thrown into tho pot in which onions, 
cabbages, etc., are being boiled will pre­ 
vent tho unpleasant odor.

It is not easy for us to comprehend tho 
feeling with which savages first look upon 
the wonders of civilization.

The author of “Coral Lands” 
was able to get at tho sentiments of tho 
Polynesians, and ho reports them as fol­ 
lows: 
A roko told me that at ono time the 
Fijians considered the whites gods or im­ 
mortals; “but since,” he added, “ w eknow 
you die and go there,”—pointing to the 
Levukan cemetery,— “now we know you 
are men like ourselves.” 
Like the aboriginal races of other coun­ 
tries, they first deemed all whito civiliza­ 
tion, arts and sciences were tho result of 
enchantment, and a staggering blow to 
their self -confidence was the appearance in 
Levuka Harboi of a steamer which entered 
without a stitch of canvas set, or any smoke 
or steam escaping. 
A steamship is to them a “fire ship;** 
but their wonder as to tho doings of the 
white men has almost entirely ceased. 
As 
a Taviuni friend once remarked to me, “ If 
you were to cut off your head and carry it 
under your arm tho length of Levuka 
beach, and then fix it on again, you would 
hardly astonish the Fijians.”
